Report of School Board. 


During the school year past, it has been the earnest 
aim of the Board to make all advancement in the ed- 
ucational value of the school to the pupil which it is 
possible to do and yet remain within our income. 

The thorough grading of pupils in all the schools 
except the Mountain district has been accomplished, a 
condition already existing theoretically, but not prac- 
tically. 

Monthly reports to the .parents from the teachers, 
as to the relative standing of each pupil, showing their 
rank based upon their work, will, we hope, not only ex- 
cite the pupils to further endeavor, but help the parents 
in viewing and better understanding the work. of the 
schools. 

We earnestly hope to establish courses in drawing, 
in the lower grades ‘at first, and as these pupils ad- 
vance, give them such work in this valuable depart- 
ment as is best suited to their degree of advancement. 
Such work, although few are expected to become artists, 
undoubtedly teaches most thoroughly that factor which 
is of so much importance in every walk of life, namely 
observation. 

Comparatively little has been done in the way of 
repairs and improvements on school property this year. 

At the coming school meeting we think it advisable 
to ask for sufficient money to cover necessary repairs 
on the interior of the Ridge school, which has been 
so long neglected. 

We wish to impress on all parents that the more 
regular in attendance each pupil is caused to be, the 
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more financial aid we can expect from the State, con- 
sequently less money is required by individual tax. 

We wish to thank all for their hearty co-operation 
and believe that each successive year can be made more 
beneficial to the pupils in our public schools. 

We believe that all our teachers are doing earnest 
conscientious work and thus we take this opportunity 
and method of showing our appreciation.
